( 183 . 3 .) 

7"HEREAS by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament Pjenmblc. 

/ holdeii in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Years of the i6&l7Vict. 
Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act for c. cevii. 

“ making a Pier and Breakwater in the Bay of Galway, and for con- 
*5 “ ferring additional Powers on the Galway Harbour Commissioners, 

“ and for other Pui-poscs,” it is, amongst other things, enacted, that it 
should be lawful for tlie said Harbour Commissioners to demand and 
take t.lu^ Tolls and Rates in the respective Schedules to the said Ad. 
annexed: And whereas the '’l.'olls and Rates by the said Act autho- 
10 ri%ed to be. levied arc, subject to the necessary Expenses of the 
Repair of the Works of the said Harbour, now paid to a Recei\'er 
appointed by the Commissioners of Public Works, and applied as by 
the said Act directed in discharge of a Public Debt due to the said 
last-mentioned Commissioners; And wdicrcas it is expedient to amend 
the said Galway Harbour aud Port Act, 1853 : Be it therefore 
15 enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of tlic Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, as follows :
